was u nknow n. 
M. Jones w as appointed 
g tiu a rd ian of his person 
a n d 
estate. 
T h e re a fte r the news cam e th a t 
Bernard 
Isaacs died near 
Sydney, 
A ustralia.

g u a rd ian sh ip m atter w a s thereupon 
closed, and general letters o f a d m in is ­

To His Death. 


The Angels Record publishes the fol­ 
lowing particulars of the fatal accident 
in the Utica mine last week, hy which 
Hardy Sargent of this county, and his 
conpanion were killed. 
Last Tuesday morning, shortly after 
going on shift, Thomas Artery and ,). 
Hardy Sargent, two young men employ- 
eb in the Cross shaft of the IJticn 
Company, were enved on and killed, 
ft 
appears that Artery, 
Sargent and Andy 
Bums were working together, and were 
entering a drift on the 700-foot level to 
get their tools preparatory to beginning 
the day’s work. 
Artery was in the lead, 
Sargent next, with Burns closely behind 
him. 
As the men were in the drift 
Burns noticed rock crumbling down ancf 
asked his companions to get out of 
there, that the ground was unsafe; but 
they laughed at Burns’ fears, Artery 
saying, "oh, its all right, Andy." Just 
then a ten-ton slab dropped from over­ 
head crashing Artery beneath the mass 
and partially covering Sargent. 
Burns 
had hold of Sargent at the time and tried 
to pull him hack out of harm's way, but 
could not as the rock had already struck 
him. 
Burns received a cut on the hip, 
but is otherwise uninjured. 
As the 
mass of rock came down Artery’ ex­ 
claim ed: "oh, A ndy!” 
Those 
were 
his last words. 
Sargenl said nothing, 
but lived about ten minutes after re­ 
ceiving his fatal iniury. 
The bodies were hastily removed from 
the debris and taken to the surface and 
later to the undertaker. 
The remains of Artery were shipped 
by train to his old home in AJma, W is­ 
consin, and R. H. Garrett as escort ap­ 
pointed by Calaveras Union Nxx 
55, 
Western Federation of Miners,, accom­ 
panied the remains to their destination. 
Sargent and Artery 
came to- Angels 
Camp 
about seven months ago anb 
entered the employ of the Utica Com­ 
pany. 
They 
were 
faithful mea and 
welt liked by their fellow workmen and 
associates. When the accident occurred, 
gloom at once prevaded the community 
and expressions of sorrow were uttered 
throughout this locality. 
Both, 
men 
came of good families, and the deepest 
sympathy goes out from the people of 
Angels Camp 
to the 
relatives 
who 
mourn the 
early departure from the 
world of two estimable young men. 
Thomas Artery was a native of Alma, 
Wisconsin, and was 24 years of age.

LOOKOUT STATIONS 


IN 
FOREST RESERVES 


A lookout 
station lias te e n estab­ 
lished on Shuteye Peak ün. the high 
Sierras for the purpose of watching, for 
any fires which might occur in 
the 
mountains. 
This peak hns ail elevation 
of 8,858 and the observer commands a 
view of a large portion of Tuolumne, 
Madera and Fresno Counties. 


A cabin constructed at the top of the 
mountain and a telephoae line installed, 
connects 
with the forest supervisor’s 
office in the valley aud the various 
ranger stations on the Sierra forest. The 
observer is equipped 
with 
powerful 
field glasses a nd when a fire is dis­ 
covered news is instantly telephoned to 
the nearest ranger. 


During the short time the station has 
been 
maintained its 
usefulness 
has 
twice been demonstrated by the dis­ 
covery of fires in remote 
localities. 
These were readily extinguished before 
they could guin dangerous 
headway, 
thus saving valuable timber and forage 
which might otherwise have been de­ 
vastated had not the fires been dis­ 
covered in their incipiency. 


The forest service is planning to es 
tublish sevaral other similar stations 
ir 
the Sierras which will virtually com 
mand the entire range of mountains am 
in this manner remove the necessity fo: 
constant patrol on the part of the ranger 
scattered throughout the hills. 
Mucl 
of the rangers’ time can now be bn 
devoted to trail and other improvemen 
work without interfering 
with 
thei 
availability for fighting fires, 
and th 
nervous strain under which muny of th 
men labored when constantly patrol in 
lias been materially reduced.

The first plant at Niagara Falls has a 
capacity of ;5000 tons a year; that in

present.

it is now used by 
the engineer and metallurgist Dr testing

at 800 deg. F. - caused no fractures in 
dry stones, the zinc was melted and 
poured between the stones, 
forming 
metallic joints an eighth of an inch 
thick. 
The substitution for mortar in­ 
creased the cost about $2.40 for each 
square foot of the bridge’s horizontal 
surface. 
Tests with cubical stones, 1% 
inches on a side, shewed that zinc joints 
do not weaken stones having a strength 
of about 14,000 pounds per square inch, 
but are 10 or 15 per cent weaker than 
stones having a strength between 14,000 
and 18,500 pounds. 
A less compressible 
metal is needed for very hard stones. 
Cement joints, when as thin as one- 
twenty-flfth of an inch or less, stood the 
tests equally well, 
hut disintegration 
gradually reduces the original strength 
of joints of mortar. 
To prevent the flabby appearancce and 
impaired flavor of fish preserved on ice 
has been the subject of many unsuccess­ 
ful experiments. 
An English experi­ 
menter believes that he has now solved 
the problem. 
The fish are cleaned and 
drained immediately after being caught, 
then wrapped in specially prepared water 
proof paper, and packed in the ice boxes 
in the usual way. It is claimed that fish 
thus packed can be kept quite fresh 
while being transported many hundred 
miles, arriving as solid, perfect in ap­ 
pearance and appetizing as when started, 
the action of the water from the melting 
ice being avoided. 
Though the Banque du Radium in Paris 
is the reputed headquarters for radium.it 
is claimed that England has seven times 
as large a stock. If the statement is true, 
the Parisians have but a single grain of 
pure radium salts, while the Radium In­ 
stitute in London has not less than 1% 
grams—nearly quarter of a pound—said 
to be worth about $ROO,0(X). The work at 
the institute has given rise to great 
¡hopes for destroying deadly germs and 
■checking cancer ousgrowths.

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Vast quantites of goldbearing sand 
are said to exist in Southern California, 
New Mexico and Arizona, as well as in 
sea-beaches 
and 
sea-water, 
but 
no 
economical method has been yet 
at­ 
tempted for separating 
the 
precious 
metal from the great amount of other 
material to he handled. The gold par­ 
ticles are too minute to, be collected 
by gravity, 
Amalgamation 
seems 
to 
fail 
on account of some oily or other 
coating of the particles that prevents the 
mercury 
from having effect, but it has 
been recently pointed out that unper the 
influence of 
ar electric current the 
nascent mercury released by decompos­ 
ing its salt is more active, while the 
current tends to clean the gold. 
By 
using a sluice box with a copper bottom, 
adding a solution of chloride of mer­ 
cury as the water carrying gold-bearing 
material flows over, and passing an elec­ 
tric current through the water and the 
copper, the latter is made to take up a 
thick coating of an amalgam of gold and 
mercury. 
^Some modificaron of this 
process, it is suggested, may 
prove 
profitable with low grade ores, and pos.

An attempt to classify human ears by

T h e changes in the lévy for loeai 
funds áre as follows,as 


compared with last year: 
Current expense fund is reduced 


4.4 cents; the hospital fund is raised 5 cents; bridge fund in­ 


creased 3 cents; and a new levy of one cent is made for the 


support of outside pupils attending the union high 
school at 


lone, in accordance with a law passed bv the last legislature, 


which shifts the expense of high school education for pupils 


attending such schools from points outside the boundaries of 


the high school districts from 
the 
parents to the county 


treasury. 


T h is tax was beyond the control of the supervisors to 


avoid or abate, and it will continue every year until

C lim ate.—T h e cllm ato of tho popu- 
ous portions of tho county is as gonial 
and healthful nsean be found anyw here 
in California. 
A s clim ate Is one of th o 
most, valuable assets of this favored 
state in a ttra ctin g population. A m ador 
stands second to no county in th is re­ 


gard. 
It sh ould, and no doubt w ill in 
time, when its clim atic advantages are 
more th orou gh ly understood and a p ­ 
preciated, becom e a hoalth resort not 
only for th o se in loss favored states, 
but for the resid ents of other parts of 
California. T h e tom iwrature alone tho 
central portion rarely falls below 30 
degrees ab ove zero In winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in th e su m ­ 
mer. 
Snow seldom falls in th e settled 
districts, and never remains on 
t,ho 


ground for m ore than a few hours.

deepest gold m ines in Am erica are lo ­ 
cated here. 
T h e Kennedy mine is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
3000 feet below th e surface, with every 
indication th a t tho pay-ore exten d s to 
a much greater depth. 
Since th e d is ­ 
covery of gold, th e county has co n trib ­ 
uted fully $100,000000 to the w orld’s 
supply of th e precious m etal. 
T h e 
mines are still yielding at the rate of 
about tw o m illion 
dollars annually. 
Nearly all of th is w ealth is produced by 
eig h t or ten m in es operating on w hat 
is called th e ‘'m other lode,” stretch in g 
clear across th e county In a n orth -east­ 
erly d irection a distance 
of tw en ty 
miles. 
T h e m ines aggregate betw een 
400 and 500 stam ps, and furnish em ­ 
ploym ent for o v er 1000 m iners. 
T h is 
industry is still in its infancy. 
T h e 
unexplored territory, even alon g th e 
main gold b e lt, is far in excess of th e 
ground th a t has actually been w orked 
or prospected. 
T h e county offers to ­ 
day one of th e m ost inviting fields to 
be found an yw h ere in the world for the 
investm ent of capital in the fascinatin g 
business of g o ld m ining, not alone alon g 
the m other lode, but also in th e a lm ost 
untouched m ineralized country ot th e 
east belt, som e ten o r twelve miles from 
the main lo d e. 
Besides g o ld , we have copper, de 
nosits of p ottery, coal, im arbe, slate, 
lim estone, gran ite, and soapstone or 
talc—all undeveloped. 
A gricu ltu ral C apabilities.—T he a g r i­ 
cultural possibilities equal, if not ex cel, 
the mineral r ich es.

the east belt. It is contemplated furnish­ 
ing power to 
P in e 
Grove, 
Pioneer 
Creek, Defender, and the general W est 
Point district, givin g power both for 
mining and for lighting purposes. 
There are many valuable mines in the 
big stretch of territory between 
Pine 
Grove and Volcano on the north to W est 
Point on the south, idle to-day for the 
want of cheap effective power that can 
be depended upon every day in the year. 
It will mean much for the development 
of the east end of Amador county. 
The guaranty that the power line w ill 
be extended rests w ith the people. 
If a 
sufficient amount o f power is subscribed 
for to warrant the outlay, which how ­ 
ever will not be heavy as the extension 
w ill be a short one, the line will be 
built, and Immediately, so it will be 
well for all interested to do some figur­ 
ing and prepare their estimates.

Some nay that A rchim edes made the 
first wheel clock as early nt 200 It. G. 
Others give credit to Wnlllncforrt. who 
lived so Info ns the beginning of the 
fourteenth century. 
But (he most per­ 
fect water clocks were, long before the 
letter period, furnished with wheels, 
so that the only Im provement was the 
substitution of a solid body to net as 
a moving w eight Instead of wnter. 
It 
Is not to be wondered nt tbnt the ap­ 
plication of a w eigh t to clocks ns n 
moving power should nttrnct so little 
attention, ns w nter and snnd were tin 
doubtedly thought more convenient by 
con temporary w riters. The oldest com- 
jrfote clock moved by w eights Is prob­ 
ably tbnt sent by th e snltnn of Turkey 
to Frederick 11. In 1232. 
In the thir­ 
teenth century ninny of the church 
steeples tu Italy w ere furnished with 
clocks moved by w eights, which struck 
the hours. 
Hele o f Nuremberg Is sup­ 
posed to have constructed the first 
watch In 1500, nnd to him must also 
he given the credit o f the spring clock. 
T he fusee wns probably invented In 
England nbout th e end of the six­ 
teenth century. 
Hut it w as not until 
the middle of the seventeenth century 
that the pendulum w as first applied to 
clocks by Iluyghens.

A M A D O R’S R E L A T IV E POSITION. 


From a statement of the state hoard of equalization of ¡>ro- 
perty valuations in the vaiiotts counties, which is published 
elsewhere in this issue, we find that Amador county is 
gradtilly beinj; crowded lower in the list, as regards the 
value oi its property. There are only nine counties having 
less taxable property than Amador. They are, Alpine, Del 
Norte, ¡01 Dorado, Inyo, Lake, Mariposa, Mono, Sierra and 
Trinity. In recent years Modoc, a strictly grazing county, 
has forged away from us; also Plumas. 
As boosted by the 
state board, Los 
Angeles 
now 
heads the list in taxable 
property, being more than fifty million dollars ahead of San 
Francisco. 
T h is comes as a surprise. 
It is true, the county 
outside of Los 
Angeles contains perhaps as much property 
value as the city itself, while San Francisco represents no­ 
thing outside of that 
municipality. .Still 
it has been 
the 
popular idea that the city of the Golden Gate was so far in 
the lead that there was little probability of its being relegat­ 
ed t 
second place in the list ot counties. 
The state equal­ 
izers have turned the trick, with a 40 per cent increase for 
.Los Angeles, and to per cent for San Francisco.
